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1. Claims 18 and 19, renumbered as 17 and 18, respectively, since claim number 17 is mis- 
numbered as 18. 

2. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly claiming the 
subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

3. Claims 1-18 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being indefinite for 
failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant regards as 
the invention. 

As to claim 1, it is not clear what is meant by "... providing a wavelength reference ; 
comparing the wavelength reference with the stabilized photonic output signal to provide a 
wavelength error signal; and adjusting the modulation waveform in proportion to the wavelength 
error signal to correct wavelength errors in the stabilized photonic output signal". It is not clear 
which signal is the wavelength reference signal?? Furthermore, it is not clear what it means by 
comparison of the wavelength reference with the stabilized photonic output. How comparison of 
the wavelength reference with the photonic output signal takes place?? Furthermore, it is not 
clear what it means by adjusting the modulation waveform in proportion to the wavelength error 
signal?? How adjustment of the modulation waveform takes place??
